A st ady of the 1951 antlerless deer 
deer harvt t, which was for only 
two days, revealed that only one in 
IO hunters killed a deer in predomi­ 
nantly agr oui*ural counties, one in 
ei ht in counties where the agri­ 
cultural land and fores'ed land is 
nearly equally divided, and only one 
in five in the truly 'big woods’ coun­ 
ties. 
The antlerless deer licenses for 
1952. which w .ll be for a three-day 
season, December 15. 16 and 17, will 
be allocated on the ba^is of hunting 
success as related to ttye food con­ 
ditions and the deer population of 
each county. That is, for each a n t­ 
lerless deer, six licences will be issued 
in each of the agricultural counties, 
five 
in

arga ultural-forested 
counties, and four ai tach of the “big 
woods counties. 
For 1952, the clearable antlerless 
deer harvest has been set at a mini­ 
mum of 50000 for the stale. The 
percentage of this total to be h ar­ 
vested In the individual county is 
based upon the re pored number of 
legal antlered bucks killed in each 
county as feist d to the total kill in 
the state during the past three years. 
This formula provides ar. allocation 
of 224.(60 antlerless license* for the 
state.

MONTREAL i.F — Hundreds of 
rioting prisoners roamed the yard 
and some cellblocks of Montreal’s 
Bordeaux Jail today after a pitched 
battle with 200 heavily - armed 
police. 
Al least one convict was report­ 
ed killed and a dozen others in 
jured in the fighting last night 
which flared after the prisoners 
began a wild demonstration against 
the quality of food served in the 
Jail. 
Still Hold one Wing 
The riot, third in the prison in 
three months, quieted early this 
morning but the defiant prisoners 
still held one wing of the insti­ 
tution. 
Police officials refused to give 
any official information. They de­ 
clined to confirm or deny reports 
that two of the convicts had been 
shot, one fatally. Newsmen were 
kept outside the main gate, sev­ 


eral hundred yards from the prin­ 
cipal prison buildings. 
Jail sources said, however, that 
the trouble began when one pris­ 
oner pretended to be stricken ill 
in his cell. He called a guard, 
overpowered him and used his keys 
to free other convicts from their 
cells, 
Police Use Tear Gas 
Gathering in the prison yard, 
the convicts* began their demon­ 
stration. Violence flared when po­ 
lice, using tear gas, forced them 
from the yard into a cell block. 
The prisoners already had set 
17 fires in cell blocks and work­ 
shops and smashed the main tele­ 
phone switchboard, cutting com ­ 
munications within the prison. 
Herded into the cell block, they 
barricaded all entrances and then 
broke 
Into 
the 
prison 
canteen, 
which was housed in that wing.

M aintenance and operation casts 
for a bridge would be about $830.- 
OOO com pared to an estim ated $1,* 
200,000 for a tunnel, he said 
Driscoll added that a six lane 
bridge has “ g reater flexibility” and 
m ay be expected to carry m ore 
traffic than tunnels with an equal 
num ber of lanes.
